SCHOOL BOND
ISSUE GAINS
NEW SUPPORT

A request, directed to the
Torrance City Board of Hduca-
tion, that a $1,464,108 issue of
school bonds be®submitted to
the electorate for approval, was
voted by members of the Tor-
rance Educational Advisory
Committee yesterday at its reg-
ular luncheon meeting. The ad-
visory group, composed of rep-
resentatives of vavious civic and
business organizations, also en-
dorsed the revised building pro-
gram of the school board, which
calls for an eight per cent re-
duction in costs under that for-
merly proposed. Assistant Su-
perintendent of Schools Em-
mett W, Ingrum detailed the re-
ductions in the various items,
which were previously reported
by this newspaper.

In discussing tax rates, Su-
perintendent of Schools J. Hen-:
rich Hull stated that by tak-.
ing the average rate of three
per cent on current issues of
school bonds, over 12 year re-
tirement schedule, the cost to
Torrance taxpayers for the first
two years after the bonds are
sold would be 50 cents per $100
assessed valuation and 44 cents,
respectively. This estimated rate
is based on the present valua-
tion of $38,500,000 and next
year's estimated valuation of
$8365,600,000. As the valuations go
higher, the rate will go lower,
Hull stated. He also pointed out
that the present 60 cent in-
crease levy voted for this year
will be eliminated next year,

“If there is a premium paid
for the bonds by the purchaser,
which is very likely, the rate
will be reduced by that pro-
portion. Ouyr interest could be
as low as 2% per cent. These
factors mean that the tax rate
will in all probability be less
than 560 cents and could go
much lower than indicated as
assessed valuation increases
and interest payments are re-
duced,” Supt. Hull said,

The airport deed, was re-
ceived as a result of the ef-
forts of the Torrance Aviation
Commission, then headed by
Reed H. Parkin, immediate past
president of the Torrance
Chamber of Commerce, and
Rep. Cecil R. King. It requires
that the airport now being op-
erated by the city under in-
terim and right-of - entry per-
mits be surrendered to the
government in event of national
emergency, and that the agen-
cies of the government have
free access to 25 percent of the
entire area deeded to Torrance.

According to reports this
week, K. Sande Senness, who
recently purchased the Weston
ranch properties for the devel-
opment of a tract of some 1800
dwelling units, has offered to
pay the City of Torrance a
minimum of $500 a month for
the operation rights at the alr.
port. At a bregkfast meeting
held on Tuesday morning, Sen.
ness is said to have told a
group of city officials that Tor-
rance will receive 25 percent of
the tiedown fees; 3 percent of
the return to operators of alr
training programs; 2 cents on
each gallon of gasoline sold
from the airport, and from 2 to
3 percent of the return from
service and maintenance income
on the field,

It is estimated that some
$1300 a month would be paid to
the City of Torrance under the
program, and it was declared
that Senness is willing to deal
with any manager at the air-
port selected by the city pro.
viding he is able to finance an
operations plan in keeping with
the development program which
he outlines. This includes the
building of a $300,000 air-motel,
the first in the Southland, on
the Senness properties.

According to figures revealed
in the office of City Clerk A.
H, Bartlett yesterday, the air-
port has grossed only $8190.57
since June 1, 1947, of which
$4866.76 was paid in commis-
sions to airport Manager K. Y.
Tarkington. Expenses were ligt.
ed as $2197.89, with a net in-
come of $1135.92 being realized.

Last month, receipts were
$902.60, commisgsions totaled
$721.88, and expenses $458.18,

The loss was $277.66,
